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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest a processing system for storing the auxiliary frames in the first memory 
location, storing the image frame in the second memory location, performing blur correction on 
the image frame using the auxiliary frames, to designate as unavailable for image storage the 
buffer locations in which the image frame and at least one auxiliary frames are stored until blur 
correction is complete and to copy one or more auxiliary image frames to the second memory 
location for performing image processing on the image frames and the copied corresponding 
auxiliary image frames. 

As for claim 10, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest capturing auxiliary image data using a capture buffer, storing image frames in 
a second memory location, detecting activation of the capture trigger and storing the image 
frame in another available buffer location, performing blur correction with the processing system 
on the image frame using at least one auxiliary image frame, wherein the buffer locations are 
designated as unavailable for image storage until the blur correction is complete, and copying 
one or more auxiliary image frames to the second memory location where image processing is 
performed on the image frames and copied corresponding auxiliary image frames. 

With regard to claim 20, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to 
teach or reasonably suggest capturing auxiliary image data using a capture buffer, storing image 
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frames in a second memory location, detecting activation of the capture trigger and storing the 
image frame in the second memory, performing blur correction on the image frame using at least 
one auxiliary image frame, wherein the buffer locations are designated as unavailable for image 
storage until the blur correction is complete, and copying one or more auxiliary image frames to 
the second memory location wherein image processing is performed on the image frames and 
copied corresponding auxiliary image frames.
